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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is in response to applicant's amendment received on September 18, 
2006. 

2. Applicant's cancellation of claims 1 -8 is acknowledged. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

being transported through said filling station at constant speed.
